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City May Build New Postoffice . 
As Gilbert Negotiations Stalled

After learning that negotiations between the ‘'Postoffice De- 
pratment and the Gilbert Realty Co., owner of most of the com- 
partment and the Gilbert Realty Co., owner of most of the com- 
building, the city council at its regular meeting on Monday, Jan- 
uary 6, decided to consider using city property on which to build 
a new postoffice for lease to the government. 


Greenbelt Postmaster Edward 
Kaighn reported tothe council 
that Gilbert had at first offered to 
erect a new postoffice building 
containing 4300 squqare feet on the 
Site between, the service station 
on Crescent Road and the side- 
walk underpass. He offered to 
lease this building to the govern- 
ment for $5,000 a year, which the 
Postoffice Department accepted. 
However, Gilbert subsequently dis- 
covered that he was unable to ob- 
tain the release of the site from 
the government (PHA) mortgage. 

Gilbert then offered the vacant 
half of the old variety store ad- 
jacent to the Ben Franklin store, 
which the _ postoffice considers 
large enough for its needs. How- 
ever, Kaighn said, Gilbert de- 
manded $6,000 a year for the lease 
of this property and was unwill- 
ing to put in improvements neces- 
Sary to operate it as a postoffice. 
The Postoffice Department has 
indicated that it considers the new 
offer unreasonable and unaccep- 
table. There has also been some 
discussion of the use of a site at 
the rear of the new parking lot 
at the center, but nothing has come 
of it. 

Kaighn pointed out that working 
conditions jn the present postoffice 
are very poor, and it is becoming 
difficult to carry on operations. 
Another factor, brought up by 
Councilman Jim Smith, is that the 
Postofiice Department with new 
quarters unavailable may decide 
to close the Greenbelt office and 
force the city to rely on the College 
Park postoffice. 

Smith, commenting that negotia- 
tions between the Postoffice De- 
partment and Gilbert Realty have 
been going on for two and a half 
years, moved that the city explore 
with the Postoffice Department 
and PHA the possibility of using’ 
what city land might be available 
for a postoffiee site. The city 
would probably prefer to retain 
the title to the building and lease 
it to the postoffice. 

Sale of Center School 

In another action, the council 
prepared to enter into active 
negotiations with the county 
school board for the sale of the 
Community Building (Center 
School) to the county, Preliminary 
discussions with the school board 
have already been held, with the 
board requesting the city to sub- 
mit a firm price. 

The city has obtained two separ- 
ate professional appraisals of the 
market value of the building and 
plans to set a firm price based on 
these appraisals. It is anticipated 
thet funds from the sale of the 
building to the county would pro- 
vide a major portion of the cost 
of a proposed $375,000 municipal 
center for which preliminary 
architectural planning will soon 
begin. 

Center School Playground 

The council also heard repre- 
Sentatives of the Center School 
PTA protest the long delay in 
completing the paving of the new 
playground area behind the 
school. Excavation of the site 
has already been completed, but 
the hard-top surface has not yet 
been installed. 

City Manager Charles McDonald 
reported that the hold up has been 
due entirely to the excessive wet 
weather this area has experienced 
in recent weeks. He said that both 
he and the contractor are in full 


agreement that the ground has not 
yet dried out sufficiently to install 
the asphalt. If it is poured when 
the ground is still wet, he said, 
the surface would eventually buckle 
and bulge, and the entire job 
might have to be redone. 


Councilman Ben Goldfaden 
challenged whether further waiting 
was necessary and felt that the 
contractor could go ahead if the 
weather did not. suddenly turn.wet 
again. Mayor Tom Canning, how- 
ever, argued that the expenditure 
of $2200 warranted some certainty 
that the job would be done right, 
and it was agreed to rely on the 
manager’s judgment. 


Other miscellaneous matters that 
engaged the attention of the coun- 
cil included the following decisions: 


to attempt to replace the “scrawny” . 


McGregore Memorial Tree on Cen- 
terway with the “handsome” ever- 
green that stands near the sewage 
plant; to notify the state roads 
commission that! the stop signs 
on the new Kenilworth Avenue 
are still not ‘sufficient to control 
traffic; 
Kanter Company to remove the 
unfinished houses which have been 
standing for a year and a half on 
the Crescent Road site next to 
Woodland Hills; and to spread the 
word to outside business interests 
that business in Greenbelt is no 
longer dominated by the coopera- 
tive system.

Citizens Group Plans Petition For 
Referendum - Charter Admendmenis 


A drive to place the recently passed charter amendments be- 
fore the voters was launched Friday evening December 27. Spear- 
heading the action is a group of prominent citizens who have form- 
ed themselves into an organization to be known as the Citizens 


Charter Referendum Committee. 
W. Hurst was elected chairman 

According- to the chairman. the 
committee members feel that citi- 
zens should have the right and 
\pportunity to express themselves 
through a referendum on charter 
changes as fundamental as those 
introduced by Councilman Gold- 
faden. These amendments, he said, 
are intended primarily to place 
Substantial limitations on the 
city manager’s power to appoint 
and remove his subordinate de- 
partment heads although other 
changes are involved. . They were 
passed by a 3 to 2 vote of the 
council. . 


Hurst stated that “the first ob- 
jective of the committee is to ob- 
tain the signatures of at least 
20% of the registered voters by 
the middle of January. In accord- 
ance with the Home Rule Amend- 
ment the council must then place 
these changes before the voters. 
We are planning a door to door 
campaign, beginning next Friday 
evening, and are asking for volun- 
teers to aid us in circulating the 
petitions. 


“Later, " after the petition is 
filed, we plan a campaign to deve- 
lop sufficient information so that 
the voters will understand the is- 
sues involved. He concluded by 
Saying that committee members 
recognize that changes in the char- 
fer \are necessary and desirable 
from time to time, but they feel 
that those of major importance 
Should not be passed until thor- 
oughly studied and approved by 
the citizens of Greenbelt.

In Section 34, Line 17, the addition of the words, “except 
that if dn employee who is aggrieved by his removal by: the 
city manager shall file with the city clerk in writing within 
ten days after said notice of removal a detailed statement 
setting forth why he should not have been removed. The said 
employee shall be entitled to a hearing before the. Council 
after which the Council may rescind or modify the action 


of the City Manager. 


__ in Section 36, Line 7: The City Council may, and as part - 

of the two amendments to Section 34. take part in the appoint- 
ment of department heads to the extent of giving eonsent 
and may take part in the removal of employees presenting § 
detailed statement of aggrievements caused by dismissal. by 
the manager, and the City Council may take part by reseind- 
ing or modifying the action of the city manager.

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THE FACTS IN THE CASE 
Letter to the Editor: 


A few weeks ago Mr. Russ 
Greenbaum wrote a statement in 
his column’ regarding the failure 
of the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Dept. and Rescue Squad to partici- 
pate in Civilian Defense activities. 
This article is not meant to criti- 
cize an interesting columnist. I 
just do not feel that he had all of 
the facts at hand. Here are a few 
things to be considered. 

Regarding Surplus Property: 
The Greenbelt Department acquired 
over 150 surplus short wave ra- 
dios over a year and a half ago, 
before Civilian Defense allowed 
Fire Departments to purchase sur- 
plus. These radios were shared 
with the other Fire Departments 
in Prince Georges County. Mr. 
Marshall Zoellner was recently ap- 
pointed our Surplus Property Pur- 
chasing Agent and I feel sure he 
will take appropriate action to 
obtain anything that is definitely 
needed, if it is availabe. 

Regarding Civilian Defense Par- 
ticipation: The Director of Civilian 
Defense in the City of Greenbelt 
is the Vice-President of our De- 
partment. The Organizer of the 
First Aid Collection Station at Cen- 
ter School is a Lieutenant on our 
Rescue Squad. Nine men com- 
pleted the one-week Civil Defense 
Rescue School at Olney, and we 
had three men complete the two- 
week Heavy Rescue Course. Our 


‘Ambulance and men participated in 


a Nation-wide Telecast from Oi- 
ney on June 10, 1956 and our men 
have jowrneyed there to take part 
in Graduation Exercises on at least 
four occasions. Our Ladies Aux- 
iliary has assited the other Aux- 
iliaries of the County in serving 
sandwiches and coffee to the men 
working at all Civil Defense Drills 
that have been held. Our Fire 


Trucks and Ambulances have par- 


ticipated in all the County-wide 
Civil Defense Drills and we fur- 
nished the Civilian Defense Siren 
that is to be set up in the North 
End of Greenbelt and have helped 
with the installation. 

Along with being_on call twenty- 
four hours a day to serve the peo- 
ple of Greenbelt in time of fire or 
illness in their home, I feel the 
Greenbelt Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and Rescue Squad is doing 
their share to help with as many 
Civilian Defense activities as is 
possible. I think that it is a known 
fact that as an organized unit 
trained in fire and rescue opera- 
tions, we would be the first to be 
called in case of National Emer- 
gency.

New Fire Engine 


A new fire engine has been de- 
livered to the Greenbelt Volunteer 
Fire Department. The new engine 
will deliver 750 gallons of water 
per minute and is rated class A 
by fire insurance underwriters. 
The new engine was a necessary 
replacement of the 1941 Interna- 
tional pumper, a former. bread 
truck, which no longer met fire 
insurance underwriter’s or county 
requirements for Greenbelt, ac- 
cording to fire chief Dutton. 

The new pumper carries a 500 
gallon tank of water, which is 
enough water to put out most sub- 
urban house fires, states a recent 
University of Maryland report. 
Other features of the new pumper 
are its air brakes-and 5 forward 
speeds. It burns regular gas. 

Much of the equipment on the 
new truck will be taken from old 
International. Some of the’ new 
equipment such as the portable 
flood-lights and chemical fire extin- 
guishers was: purchased from the 
LaFrance company from whom 
the fire truck was bought. The new 
smoke ejector was donated bythe 
Ladies Auxiliary of the Greenbelt 
Volunteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad. 

The cost of the truck is about 
$22,000. The down payment is about 
$5,000 with the remainder to be 
paid in yearly amounts of about 


Savings and Loan Co. 
Opens Office Friday 


The Board of Directors of Twin 
Pines Savings and Loan Associa- 
tion has announced it will open its 
office Friday Jan. 10 in the base- 
ment at 1 Parkway rd. Office hours 
will be 2 to 6 and 7 to 9 weekdays, 
and 10 to 4 on Saturdays. 

This organization of Greenbelt- 
ers has been established to pool 
the people’s savings to be used in 
turn to make-loans.to peole to buy 
housing. It has already agreed to 
lend a family $1500 on an ORE 
Greenbelt home. 

At its December meio the 
Board set the interest rate on co- 
op housing down payment loans 
and home improvement loans at 6 
per cent per year on the amount 
of the loan. On first mortgage 
loans the rate will be 6 per cent 
per year on the unpaid balance of 
the loan, plus a 1 per cent loan 
charge; plus legal, title, record- 
ing and life insurance costs. Loans 
secured by shares in the Associa- 
tion will cost 6 per cent per year 
on the unpaid balance of the loan. 

The lives of all borrowers from 
the Association. will be insured so 
that in case of death the loan will 
automatically be paid off. Cost of 
this is included in the general in- 
terest rate on all loans except first 
mortgage loans, where a separate 
charge of 60 cents per month per 
$1000 of loans balance is made. 

The Parents-Teachers Guild of 
St. Hugh’s School has agreed to al- 
low a branch of the Association to 
be get. up in the school, to be oper- 
ated by the students. Twin Pines 
Savings Stamps in ten cent denom- 
inations will make it easy for the 
students to save, and simple and 
inexpensive to operate the pro- 
gram. Myrna SBurchick will be 
adult advisor to the St. Hugh’s 
School branch. Plans are to expand 
the school savings pregram to 
other schools in the area also.
